Canadians toc, must 


Tho latest cable received from the 
British Ministry of Food regarding con- 
ditions in Europe makes it clear that a 
drastic reduction in the proposed rations 
for Britain may be expected by the end 
of this month, The supply of fate and 
bavon is low and increased imports are 
urgently needed. The Italian need is 
the greatest of all. The people of Italy 
haye been on bread and sugar rations for 
some time and severe restrictions have 
been placed on their consumption of 
meat.

Canadian Farmers Have a Profitable 


Market.in Ireland 


Qwing to the disturbance of war, 
Ircland this year will lave great dif- 
ficulty in; securing. flax ay and the 
linen industry, upon which‘ the north 
lof Ireland so° largely depends, is 
likely to be seriously ‘affected » un- 
less Canadian fibre flax séed can be 
produced ‘and: shipped to the flax 
growers this year, It is estimated 
that Ireland: requires 195,000 bushels 
of flax seed, Previous to the war, 
jthat country secured two-thirds” o 
its supply from “Russia,” principally 


from the Riga and Pernau districts. | (S 


,a new development, as. the 
growers. were. acctstomed only | 
Russian, Duteh and Yorkshire seed 
which had been tested by expérience, 
The Irish department of agriculture 
in. 1916) however, tested Canadian 
flax sced in comparison with Rus- 
sian, Dutch, Irish,. Yorkshire and 
Minnesota seed and found that. the 
Canadian variety stood well up with 
the best seed produced. oS 

In 1917, Canadashad 7,173 acres in 
flax and shipped over 22,000 bushels 
of flax. to Ireland; the price beitt 
$4.50 per bushel as compared to. $2.50.
